MOTION THAT. WAS 
RULED OUT, 
O— 


The delegates to the annual Congress of 
the Gaelic League finishod the ‘business 
yesterday at 25 Parnell square, Dublin. Mr. 
Sean O hUadhaigh presided. 

The question of continuing the publication 
of fainne an Lae, the mont ly organ of the 
League, was considered, and it was decided 
that it should be continued, but that its 
uhe should be altered to An Claidheamh 

is. 

Mr. Cathal O'Toole said that it would be a 
great loss to the movement if the aper were 
allowed to drop, and he thought it ought to 
be a weekly publication instead of monthly. 

The Chairman said that, ds the financial 
position of the League had improved, he 
thought that a ought to be continued. 

Mr. Peter O Maille moved a resolution to 
the effect that, since the Executive Com- 
mittee were pledged to give effect to the rules 
of the League, and since the Congress last 
year had appointed an editor of the monthly 
organ of the League, Congress should declare 
that the Executive Committee had no per- 
mission to dismiss ''Maire” (Seamus 
Ó Griana) from the editorship. 

The Chairman said that the proposition 
did not state the exact facts, and that 
'Maire” himself had resigned from the 
position. 

The motion was rejected. 


A FREE IRELAND. 

The Chairman ruled out of order a resolu- 
tion that was sent up by the Ard Craobh, 
which stated that as a free Gaelic Ireland 
was the object of the Gaelic League that 
policy was adversely affected by statements 
E certain Gaelic “Leaguers that Ireland was 
ree. 

Mr. Patrick O Maille suggested that the 
chairman ‘had misiuterpreted the rule dealing 
with political matters. He alleged that the 
chairman had formed his opinion too soon 
concerning the resolution, and he moved that 
the chairman leave the chair while the matter 
was being discussed, and that Mr. McGinley 
take the chair. 

Mr. McGinley declined to take the chair. 
and, amid applause, said that, if he were to 
take the chair, his ruling on the question 
would be the same as that given by the 
chairman. : 

The question was put to the Congress, and 
only three delegates voted for it. 


THE EXECUTIVE. 

_It was arranged that in future the Execu- 
tive Committee. would be constituted as 
follows :—A chairman, twenty members for 
Dublin City and County, a de egate for every 
other county, three from every provincial 
dail, five from the Ulster Council, and three 
co-opted fron: outside countries. Associate 
members will have no voice in the selection 
ot the Executive Committee. Inthe provinces 
associate members will have no power to 
attend district branch meetings, but thev will 
have membership cards, and will receive a 
copy of the League's newspaper every month 

On the motion of Mr: M. O’Mollain, it 
was decided to exempt feiseanna and aeridh- 
eachts, held in the Gaeltacht, from payment 
of subscriptions to the Executive Committee. 


BROADCASTING IN THE SOUTH. 


A resolution from the Cork County Com- 
mittee, expressing dissatisfaction with the 
broadcasting in the South, by reason of Jack 
of cuiture of the native language, was 
adopted. 

A resolution from the Eallingeary (County 
Cork) Branch, ‘concerning the regulation of 
dancing, was referred to the League’s Danc- 
ing Commission. 

A resolution from the Moibhi Branch, ex- 
pressing regret that Civil Servants in the 
Gaeltacht do not use the Irish language in 
their speech or correspondence, and that this 
1S giving a bad example to the people of the 
Gaeltacht, was adopted.. 

A resolution from Ballingeary requested 
that efforts should be made to place a heavy 
tax on dance halls, and that those that are 
confined to Irish dances should be free. 

A resolution was passed, suggesting to the 
Minister for Education that he should see 
to it that the training colleges should be 
ready for students about to enter them from 
the preparatory colleges; otherwise much of 
the work done in the preparator colleges at 
great cost will be - nullified. Fach student 
should be facilitated in the matter of con- 
tinuing his educational course in method 
and practice, truly Irish, and if there were 
not competent teachers for that purpose they 
should be provided. 

A resolution was passed, asking the Dublin 

City Commissioners to retain the name, 
Cathal Brugha,” on the street leading into 
O'Connell street, and also that hotels in town 
and country should abandon English titles 
in favour of Irish ones. 
_A resolution was passed, that every parish 
feis and aeridheacht outside the Gaeltacht 
should pay a fee of 10s., every district feis 
£2, and every county feis £5. 


THE MARTYN BEQUEST. 


IV was decided to recommend the Execu- 
tive Committee to assist out of the bequest 
made by the late Mr. Edward. Martyn a 
scheme in Ballingeary to the extent of £100, 
and the peeple of the Gaeltacht were invited 
to work out schemes for the development of 
their districts, and to. submit them -to the 
Executive Committee, with a view to secur: 
ing assistance from this fund.

ANNUAL MEETING, 

Mr. E. E.+ Joynt (An Buachalin Buidhe) 
presided at the annual meeting of the Fainne 
yesterday afternoon at 25 Parnell square, 
Dublin. The Fainne is an organisation, the 
object of which is to make Irish speakers 
known to each other by wearing a ring on 
their breast, and for the advancement of the 
language. 

The President said that during the past 
year a large number of people, especially 
young people had joined the organisation. 
The fruits of the work of the schools were 
clearly to be observed in the more extended 
use of the Irish lang .ge.

SOME IMPORTANT 
ACTIONS, 
eT 


There is a substantial volume of work to 
be disposed of in the Law Courts, Dublin, 
during the Easter Law Sittings, which will 
open in Dublin Castle next Monday. In the 
Supreme Court several appeals are awaiting 
judgment, and thirty-one have -been listed 
for hearing. 

One of the most interesting of these is an 
appeal by the Revenue Commissioners from 
the jotgment of Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. 
Justice Hanna, and Mr. Justice O’Byrne in 
favour of the Cunard Steamship Company, 
Ltd., who had appealed against an estimated 
assessment to income tax made by the 
oH 3607 of Taxes, in the sum of £10,000 for 
each of the years of assessment 1923-24, 
1924-25, and 1925-26 in respect of the annual 
profits or gains arising or accruing to. the 
company from a trade exercised within the 
Irish Free State. The appeal came before 
the High Court by way of case stated by the 
Commissioners for the special purposes of the 
Income Tax Acts, the whole question in dis. 
pute being whether, in computing the profits 
of the company chargable to income tax 
under Rule 1 (a) (iii) of Schedule D, of the 
Income Tax Act, 1918, as adopted, there 
should be included the profits made by the 
company from carrying passengers from 
Saorstat Eireann whose passage money had 
been prepared in America. 

The defendant in the case of Francis 
Lynham against the Rev. Michael Butler, 
P.P., is appealing from so much of the order 
of the High Court as directed that two para- 
graphs of the rejoinder should be struck out, 
the Court, consisting of Mr. Justice Sullivan, 
Mr, Justice Hanna. and Mr. Justice O'Byrne, 
being of opinion that the defendant could 
not be heard in the High Court to impeach 
the validity of an order of the Supreme 
Court referred to in the pleadings. The case 
relates. to the occupation by the defendant 
of certain lands at Mountseskin, Co, Dublin, 
and was before the courts some time ago. 


SOME INTERESTING CASES. 

The number of cases for Court 1 is not 
very large, but there are some important 
actions. One is by the Minister for 
Finance against the Glendalough Mines 
Company, Limited, and others, in which the 

laintiff claims that a sum of £2,500 should 
- well charged, by way of floating charge, 
on all the undertaking, assets and property 
of the company. 

The list for Court No. 2 is not of a heavy 
character, but a very interesting’case stand 
ing for judgment is the action of the 
Electricity Supply Board against the 
Rathmines and Rathgar Urban District 
Council, in which the plaintiffs claim a de- 
claration that, by virtue of « vesting order 
made by them, pursuant to the provisions of 
the Electricity (Supply Act), 1927, a sum of 
£6,035 in the books of the Nationa] Bank, 
Limited, to the credit of the Council on ac 
count of their electricity supply undertaking 
is now payable to them. . The defendants 
contend that this money was appropriated 
by statute for. the benefit of the rates. 
"Cases in the nature of certiorart and pro- 
hibition, mandamus, and petitions; and 
cases. stated, figure in the list for Court o 
One of the Revenue cases in this court re 
lates to’ a decision given in the Dublin Dis 
trict Court on two of a large ‘series of sum 
monses brought by the Revenue Commis- 
sioners in connection with the. importation ol 
motor cars and the payment of Customs 
duties thereon. 

There is also a large number of Circuit 
Court appeals to be heard. 


JURY CASES, 

The jury cases at present listed number 22, 
and the non-jury cases five. Of the jury cases 
no fewer than 15 are actions for damages for 
persona] injuries, and six are under Lord 
Campbell's Act. One of the non-jury cases 
is a matrimonial suit, and one relates to an 
insurance policy. The others are of little 
public, interest, 

The jury trials will begin on next “Tuesday.

TRAFFIC 
IN DUBLIN. 


ANOTHER EXPERIMENT 
WITH WHITE LINES. 
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A new system of white lines on the road- 
way for the better control of Dublin traffic 
and the protection of pedestrians is at 
present the subject of experiment in the 
centre of the city. 

The principal idea is to provide clearlv- 
defined crossing-places where pedestrians 
may essay the journey from one side of 
the road to the other with a reasonable 
degree of safety. 

The scheme was inaugurated yesterday 
at the foot of Grafton street, where two 
parallel white lines were painted across 
the road from ‘ Fox’s corner ” to Trinity 
College. Citizens on foot are expected io 
cross the road between these lines. and, if 
the experiment proves a success, signposts 
will be erected at both ends of the 
” painted path,” bearing the legend. 
“ Pedestrians please cross here.” . 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR DRIVERS. 

At this point the tram lines run close 
to the Trinity College side of the street. 
rhe space between the outer tram line and 
the opposite kerbstone has been divided 
into two sections where the white - lines 
cross, In the section nearest the kerb- 
stone ‘the word *‘ Slowly’”’ has 
painted, while in the outer section 
adjoining the tram track) the 
“ Stop ” appears.

The Irish Free State Censorship of 
Publications Board has been hard at work 
Since it was appointed two months ago. I 
am informed that in consequence of its 
recommendations the Minister for Justice 
has decided to place about half-a-dozen 
books and, it is stated, two English 
weekly newspapers on the list of  pro- 
hibited publications. 

This means that if newsagents or 
booksellers offer the newspapers or books 
for sale after they have been placed on 
the list that have been described as '' pro- 
hibited publications’’ in the Dublin 
(razette they will liable to severe 
penalties. 

The titles of several of the banned books 
were mentioned to me yesterday, but it is 
not proposed to place them on the list 
until the booksellers, by ‘‘ friendly con- 
sultation,’’ have been advised to return 
their stocks of such books to the publishers. 
One of the prohibited books is by a young 
novelist with a fairly wide public, but two 
of the books—also novels—cannot have 
circulated to any great extent in the Free 
State.

The tenth anniversary of the founding 
of the International Labour Office is a 
proper occasion for a dispassionate review 
of its work, remarks The Times of to-day 
editorially. There is, as it happens, in 
the text of the earliest of the Conventions 
drafted at Washington in the Autumn of 
1919; an express statement of the 
desirability of taking stock of the results 
of the Convention in ten years’ time. The 
Hours Convention is the most famous of 
all the achievements of the International 
Labour Conference. There is a wide- 
spread superstition that the permanence 
of the Conference and the very existence 
of the International Labour Office are 
bound up with the success or failure of 
this instrument for the internationa! regu- 
lation of hours of work. The foundations 
of i.e International Labour Office are, in 
fact, broader and deeper than any one 
Convention, but it would undoubtedly be 
a severe blow to the prestige of the Con- 
ference were its first great achievement to 
suffer decline. and eventual defeat, 
because of the unwillingness of the indus- 
trial nations to give efiect to the reform- 
ing spirit it enshrines. 

The position to-day is that none of the 
great industrial nations has yet carried 
the provisions of the Convention into 
effect or given it unconditional ratifica- 
tion. It is. however. nearer to effective 
ratification than at any former time, 


THE OVERTIME RATE. 


Progress so far has only been possible 
by allowing the various nations to' take 
advantage of the latitude and occasional 
indefiniteness of the Convention’s defini. 
tions. There has been an apparent anxiety 
in the International Labour Office to 
secure ratification on almost any terms, 
and even departures from the plain text 
of the Convention are winked at. For 
example, the Director does not hesitate to 
say that the provisions of the Italian bill

One of the aeroplanes of the squadron 
which brought the Prince of Wales from 
Khartoum to Cairo was involved in an 
accident this morning, costing its two 
occupants their lives. 

The weather was exceedingly misty when 
the 'planes took off for their journey 
southward, and for reasons that are at 
present unknown one the ‘planes 
suddenly turned back and seemed to be 
about to make a good landing. It came, 
however, into violent contact with the 
ground, and the pilot and mechanic in 
charge of the machine were killed on the 
Spot.

Au important suggestion, which would 
meet the claims of the Roman Catholic com- 
munity in Northern Ireland in regard to the 
new Education Bill, has been made by the 
Most Rev. Dr. Mageean, the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Down and Connor, and I under- 
stand that it will receive the careful con- 
sideration of the Northern Government. 

Dr. Mageean is of the opinion that the 
Four and Two Committee system in the bill 
can be modified to fit in with Catholic prin- 
ciples, without interfering with the rights of 
either Church or State. 

Speaking at the De La Salle Past Students‘ 
Union in Belfast, Dr, Mageean said :— 

‘If the functions of the Four-and-Two 
Committee were to deal only with the school 
building—the repair, the sanitation, the heat- 
ing, lighting and cleansing of the schools=— 
that would be permissible (to Catholics). 
But matters of religion and morals, such as 
religious instruction, matters that touch on 
religion and morals, such as the appointment 
of the teacher and the selection of the school 
fell within the domain of 


text-books—these 
the Church. 

‘‘ According to arrangements made with 
the Education Authority, the Church could 
exercise her power either through an in- 
dividual or a committee of men holding 
magisterial authority in the Church.”’ 

AN IMPORTANT SUGGESTION. 

From inuiries which I made to-day, ovr

Sin— With reference to Mr. Dickie’s letter 
your issue of the 21st April, it does no! 
ratter what either Mr. Hogan or Mr. Dickie 
dvises the Limerick farmers, because in any 
case they will continue to Keep the bulk of 
their ce As a result of generations of 
experience of good and bad prices they have 
the conclusion that butier pays 
better, or alternatively, Joses léss than an;

that milk at 5d. or 5$d. a gallon-——bad as tha;

al about 25s. a barrel. 

Mr. Dickie suggests that they ought to 
vo in for winter dairying. They wiil not, 
aud for this reason: in summer butter 1s 
pioduced by winter, when there ‘s 
by mangels or turnips and oats, 
bran amd cotton cake. These are much more 
expensive to produce or to purchase than 
vrass. At present our dairy farmers have 

i sell their surplus on the English market 
they have no other market for it. Even if 
sa displace the £500,000 worth of foreign 
butter which is imported, by £500,000 worth 
of home-produced butter, we would still have 
a surplus of £4,000,000 worth of butter to 

If our farmers produced butter in 
winter as well as in summer, as Mr. Dickie 
advocates, we would have at least £56,000 000 
worth of butter to export instead of 
£4,000,000 worth. and no other market for 
it except the English market. The price of 
butter in England in winter is very little 
higher than the summer price, and the little 
difference there is is tending to become less, 
as a result of New Zealand and Australian 
Even when there are fair profits 
butter, there is none from 
produced from roots and meal, and, 
when there are only small or negligible 
rofits from grass-fed butter, there are big 
ses from winter butter. It may be that 
a small profit could be made from butter 
produced in the autumn or spring, partly 
from grass and partly from meals. . I do 
not know whether dairy farmers will take 
Mr. Hogan’s advice in this respect, but J 
ain eertain that thev cannot afford to he 
philanthropists and to go in for winter 
dairying at a loss. 

Mr. Dickie says that eighty years ago 
Jreland produced sufficient wheat for her own 
requirements. I believe we did, and ] 
suppose we could do the same again, but 
the trouble is that we could not afford to 
sell it at or 30s. a barrel. The present 
market price is about 23s. Mr. Dickie thinks 
it would be a great boon to have our un- 
employed earning an honest living growing 

heat, oats, barley and beans to take the 
place of the £4,000,000 worth of maize which 
we import annually. ‘This statement sounds 
well, but it is really nonsense. Maize is 
used mainly to feed pigs. We would be 
doing extremely well if we could increase our 
iillage so as to supply s big proportion of 
which we feed to cattle, sheep 
fow!, and in the meantime, the lower 
the price of Indian meal the more profit 
we would make from our pigs. 

The forcing of farmers.to produce butter 
at a loss, or to pay more for Indian meal 
or for substitutes, will not relieve unemplov- 
ment. It will merely add the farmers to the 
unemployed. This is no advantage to the

Mr: Christopher Wilson, President, occu- 
pied the chair at the second day's proceed- 
ings of the Ulster Teachers’ Union Congress, 
held in the Assembly Buildings, Belfast, yes- 
terday. ; 

Mr. J. Smyth, B.A., B.Sc.. Lisburn, moved 
a resolution, ‘‘ viewing with grave appre- 
hension any attempt to alter the gga re 
basis of the Education Act of 1923. Local 
control has given such an impetus to the 
provision of new schools,,and the recondi- 
tioning and equipping of old ones, that any- 
thing that would Jessen the control or 
diminish the enthusiasm of the elected repre- 
sentatives of the ratepayers would have 
disastrous effects on the future of educa- 
tion.” 

The Act of 1923, he said, laid the founda- 
tion of a great democratic system of educa- 
tion. The trouble had arisen chiefly because 
men who expected to be co-onted on com- 
mittees were not co-opted. The section of 
the bill to which the greatest objection was 
taken, from an educational point of view, 
was that dealing with the constitution and 
powers of School Management Committees. 
These Committees would be parochial or con- 
gregational, and the first. thing that would 
be asked in regard to candidates for teachers’ 
posts would be. ‘‘ What is the religious de- 
nomination of the candidates ?”’ 

The ostensible reasem for the Amending 
Bill was to protect and safeguard the interests 
of Protestant schools in the border areas. 
Thev did not believe that the methods out- 
lined in the Amending Bill were necessary. 
The Union thought that the wisest course for 
the State would be not to interfere with 
the giving of religious instruction, but to 
leave it to the Churches and ‘other bodies. 

Mr. Hugh Magill, Newtownards. who 
seconded, said that according to the Amend- 
ing Bill the Ministry of Edueation did not 
trust the teacliers, and the Churches did not 
trust them. 

The resolution was passed. 


TRANSFERRED SCHOOLS. 

An acceleration in the rate of transfer of 
schools was urged in the resolution moved 
by Mr. Gordon Boyd, Armagh, who stated 
that the managers who were unable or un- 
willing to provide funds for 
equipment and upkeep of their schools should 
transfer them, and not deprive the children 
of the aménities which the education 
authorities were providing. 

Mr. Wright, Newmills, seconded, and .the 
resolution was passed. 


MANAGERS’ RESPONSIBILITIES. 
Mr. KR. W. Howard, Dungannon, moved a 
resolution asking the Ministry of Education 
to make the managers of voluntary schools 


realise their responsibility in providing for 


proper heating, cleaning, equipment and 
general upkeep, and in no case to allow any 
part of this responsibility to fall on the 
teacher. 

_ Mr. Howard said that he had been teaching 
in voluntary schools for eighteen years, and 
never once had any of the managers shown 
themselves vitally concerned about the 
interests of the children. 

Mr. W. T. Griffith, Newry, seconded, and 
the resolution was passed. 

Mr. J. Hamilton, Belfast, moved a resolu- 
tiott that the appointment of principal 
teachers of large new schools sheuld in everv 
case be made from the principals of the 
group of schools superseded; that the other 
priucipals and vice-principals should not 
suffer loss of emoluments by these changes, 
and that principal teachers who would be 
reduced in status should have vears of 
service added to enable them to retire on full 
pension—a right conceded to civil servants 
at the change of Government. 

Mr. George Power, Donacloney, seconded ; 
and Mr, Hill, Lurgan, pronosed that the 
resolution should apply to all teachers who 
would be reduced in status or otherwise 
adversely affected. 

rhe résolution, with this amendment, was 
passed. 

_ THE INSPECTION SYSTEM. 

The revision of the present inspection 
svstein was urged in a resolution moved by 
Mr. Isaac McLoughlin, B.A., Newtownards. 
He blamed the system, not the inspectors, 
aud characterised the system as rotten. 

Mr. 8. Morrison, Newtownards, seconded. 

After some discussion the resolution was 
adopted, and the President said that at no 
distant date the question of Inspection wouid 
be brought before the Ministry of Education 
through the Standing Conference on 
Eleinentary Education. 

Mr. James Boyd, M.A., moved a resolution 
deprecating the attempts that were being 
made to base the grading and promotion of 
pupils on the standard of actual age rather 
than mental age. This, he said, did not give 
the backwayd children a chance. 

Mr. D. Kineaid, Strabane, seconded, and 
the resolution was passed. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE, 

As the Compulsory School Attendance Act 
had largely tailed to effect an appreciable 
improvement m the attendance of pupils, Mr. 
R. 1. Newell. B.A. Omagh, moved that 
effective measures should be taken to enforce 
the provisions of the Act and strengthen the 
sections which required amendment. He 
urged the appointment of full-time attend. 
ance ufficers to keep in touch with parents 
and children. He also urged that Resident 
Magistrates only should adjudicate in school 
attendance cases. Until fines were raised io 
the maximum nothing would be accomplished. 

Mr. James Wells, Donaghadee, seconded. 

The President stated that the Minister ct 
Education (Viscount Charlemont) considered 
that the recommendation was in advance of 
public opinion, and they must go slowly. it 
was very necessary that public opinion should 
be aroused.

The annual meeting of the Dublin, Mer- 
cantile Association was held in Jury's Hotel, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

THE REPORT. 

The forty-eighth annual report presented 
by the Committee stated that the activities 
of the various departments showed that mem- 
bers were appreciating the services offered 
and taking advantage of them By co- 
operation through the Association traders 
could retluce to a mifimum the risk of in- 
curring bad debts. 

After provision for all outgoings and 
charges, including depreciation, and placing 
the sum of £200 to reserve, there was for 
the first time since their crisis in 2826 a 
“lst December, 1929, of 
£99 1ls. 4d. The number of members on the 
roll was 1,562, a wet increase of 14 on the 
previous year. 

The amount of dekts recovered during the 
year 1929 was £54,298, an average of over 
£1,000 per week. The number of special in- 
quiries made and reports given during the 
year 1929 was 20,092, and during the year 
a large number of foreign inquiries were put 

the Inquiry Department of the 
Association, some as far afield as China and 
Australia, 

The Committee recorded with regret the 
deaths of Mr. J. F. Atkinson and Mr. T. R. 
Scott, both past Presidents. The vacancies 
caused on the Commitiee by their deaths had 
been filled by the co-option of Messrs. T. 
J. Elliott and G. H. C. Crampton. 

Although some improvement, stated the 
report, had been noticed in the position with 
regard to the Dublin Circuit Court offices 
since last report, the Committee still con- 
sidered that in the signing of dectees there 
was Unnecessary delay. The rules which 
would allow judgments to be marked in de- 
fault..of appearance in the Circuit Court 
offices and which would facilitate the re- 
covery of debts had not yet been issued. 

The Committee had urder consideration the 
proposed rebuilding of Butt Bridge.

INQUEST IN DUBLIN.

The Rev. Michael J. Q’Sullivan, of St. 
Lawrence’s Church, Houtzdale, Philadelphia, 
died suddenly on board the s.s. Lady 
Connaught on the voyage from Liverpool to 
Dublin on Tuesday night. 

The body was rethoved from the steamer 
shortly after its arrival at the North Wall 
yesterday, and conveyed to the Dublin City 

orgue, 

It appears that Father O'Sullivan, who 
had been in Philadelphia for several years, 
was returning to Ireland, and was seated in 
the verandah café of the steamer listemng to 
a grdmaphone when he suddenly collapsed. 

A number of passengers who were in the 
café at the time rushed to his assistance, and 
Dr. Jackson, of Fitzwilliam street, Dublin, 
who was on board, was summoned, as was also 
Father Ryan, an Army chaplain at Parkgate 
street, Dublin, who was also. a passenger. 
Father O'Sullivan expired ten minutes later. 

The deceased clergyman was aged about 
sixty-two years, and papers and documents 
found in his possession bore his Philadelphia 
address, but did not give any indication of 
his destination in Ireland. His luggage bore 
the address of a Dublin hotel. 


THE INQUEST. 

At an inquest which was held yesterday 
afternoon in the Morgue by the Deputy City 
Coroner, Dr. Oswald Merphy, 

Harry Heath, of Kingsdale road, Liver- 
pool, a steward on the s.s. Lady Connaught, 
stated that at 11.20 p.m. on the previous 
night, while the boat was proceeding down 
the Mersey. Father O'Sullivan was seen to 
collapse. The witness's attention was at- 
tracted by a number of passengets who 
shouted: ‘‘Steward, water, water, qtick!”’ 
Immediately a priest and doctor arrived. 
Father O'Sullivan died ten minutes later. 

Replying to Inspector O'Neill, who con- 
ducted the inquiry on behalf of the Civie 
Cuard,the witness said that Father O'Sullivan 
had been in the cafe listening to a grama- 
phone playing for about an hour before he 
eollapséd. 

The medical evidence showed that death 
was due to heart failure, following fatty de- 
generation of the heart.

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OUR FARM OUTPUT. 


CAN IT BE INCREASED? 


When discussing the agricultural output 
of the Irish Free State for 1926 on this page 
a fortnight ago, we fyund ourselves con- 
fronted with the fact that the average 
annual net remuneration for all workers in 
agriculture—farmers, Jabourers. and a few 
others such as overseers and horticultural 
workers—is probably about £88 per annum. 
Thus the gross payment, before deducting 
rent, rates and similar outgoings, is not 
much over £100 per annum, and we argued 
that, as the average figure includes pay- 
ments to labourers (some of whom. are 


farmers’ relatives working on the land, it is 
not probable that the full time farmer on 
the small (average) farm receives much, 
ii anything, more than the average 
town worker—about fifty shillings a week— 
as the reward of his labour, skill, experi- 
ence and supervision. This we agreed is a 
serious situation, and the problem we have 
to consider is whether, and how, these con- 
ditions’ can be altered. We ag:ee with the 
Minister for Agriculture that there is no 
probability of the farmer discovering any 
easy road to riches in the near future, but 
the duty of seeing in what way farmers can 
make the most of the existing conditions 
and townsmen can help them to do so is 
imperative in the interests of both. In con- 
sidering how this may be fulfilled we shall 
turn again to the official figures, and 
inquire first of all how the actual compares 
with the potential output. 


The British and Danish Comparison. 

The first fact to investigate in this con- 
nection is the comparison between our out- 
put and that of other countries. . This is 
worked out in the report. The output per 
agricultural worker (in waich phrase 
“working farmers” are, of course, In- 
cluded) in Saorstat Eireann is £96. For 
Northern Ireland the corresponding figure 1s 
£104, for England and Wales £169, for 
Scotland £184, for Denmark £196; but this 
last figure is both approximate and est!- 
mated. In respect of Northern Ireland it 
will be seen there is little to choose between 
the two States—and, possibly, that little can 
be accounted. for in part, if not wholly, by 
the relative poverty which is inevitable on 
poor soils, like.so much of the land on the 
Western seaboard. The comparison with 


England and Wales, and more particularly 
with Scotland, is a little worse, we think. 
than the mere figures indicate—because, be- 
fore the calculations given above were made. 
the statisticians deducted the values for -im- 
ported store cattle from. the output of these 
countries... It is when we come to Denmark, 
however. that the most startling comparison 
confronts us, the ontput per: worker there 
being. twice that of oars. Another method of 
examining the situation leads to similar con- 
clusions. Our: output. per 100 acres.is valued 
at £528. Northern Ireland's: at’ £655, Eng- 
land and Wales’s at £822, Scotland’s at £759, 
Denmark’s at £1,115. Now we do not hold 
any brief for the greater intelligence or 1n- 
dustry of farmers overseas—whether in the 
neighbouring ‘island, where agricultural possi- 
hilities are not always strictly comparable 
with ours, or in Denmark, where there are 
enough sinfilariiies to’ make comparison re- 
levant. What, then, must we deduce from 
Nenmark’s apparent superiority? It is clearly 
a matter of system and quality. These are the 
keys of Danish prosperity, 


Do We Consume Too Much Home 
Produce ? 


That superiority is strikingly illustrated 
in a single sentence in the Report. “ In Den- 
mark,” writes Mr. Hooper, “with a labour 
supply only 1 1-3rd times that of Limerick, 
134 times as much land is ploughed; there 
are five times as many pigs, twice as many 
poultry. and the milk supply is better main- 
tained throughout the vear.’’ Limerick. is in 
several respects our best dairying county, 
and if we cannot bring our supplies of milk, 
pigs, poultry and arable land up to some. 
thing cleser to the Danish level than we 
have reached so far, the iuture oí ,fhé 
Saorstat — in so far as dairying 
18 our best agricultural industry 
—is not very hopeful. But if we are 
to do, so, account must be taken of several 
important conditions. In a table giving milk 
vields from various countries Saorstat 
Eireann occupies fifth place. This, Mr. 
Hooper considers, having regard to the fact 
that our milch cow is a dual purpose animal, 
is “ not discreditable.” We do not demur to 
this judgment; but if we are to rest content 
with our present milk yields, and with our 
present disposal of milk and butter. we must 
accept the resultant poverty as inevitable. 
With our output yielding an agricultural 
wage scarcely higher than the industrial wage 
of 50s. a week (possibly, not so high), can 
we afford to do so? ‘The gallonage (487) 
must be raised by over 350 per cent. if it is io 
equal Denmark's. An addition of even 10 per 
cent, would bring up the value of our gross 
output for milk, cream, and butter by over 
1, miliion pounds. Surely, this should be 
possible without interference with beef pro- 
duction* Then, too, we must consider how 
the milk supply is disposed of. We feed 
10.5 per cent. of it to stock. England, Wales 
and Scotland feed 10 per cent of theirs, 
Denmark 4.2 per cent., Germany (pre-war) 
8.5. We consume 15.1 per cent. as milk: 
Denmark consumes 7.9. It is more than 
arguable that we are wise to consume so 
much of our best and most economical of 
foods at home. but the fact that so much less 
of it is consumed in the towns, pro rata, than 
by farmers argues that we should increase 
our herds, improve their gallonage, and wage 
a “ drink more milk ” campaign in the cities 
Similar reasoning applies to eggs and bacon 
Another fact about dairying must be noted 
The Dane deliberately exports butter and eats 
nargarine. Our smaller population eats 
about. 25 times as much botter as the Dane. 
whose native-made margarine takes its place. 
If we choose fo continue a home food policy 
we must compensate for the (perhaps, wise) 
luxury by substituting higher for lower-priced 
export butters—c.g.. only exporting creamery 
butter—and the best make only. 


The Development of the Existing 
Policy. 


This practice of retaining for the farm or 
selling to our own towns high percentages of 
Irish farm produce complicates. our problem. 
It applies also to eggs: but of bacon and 
pork we only consume about a pound's (£1) 
worth per person. OF! course, itis easv to ree 
that we could he richer statistically with 
lower standards of living, but. as we do 
not eat figures, one should _ hesitate 
to urge plainer living and higher statistics! 
Indeed, if we are to produce healthy families. 
we do not see how the present system of 
keeping large proportions of butter, milk and 
eggs {of which over six millions were con- 
sumed here and+less than five millions ex- 


norted) can be avoided. And we think the 
towns should demand more Irish bacon and 
eges. Jt may be that our milk supply to 
calves is too generous, and might be 
restricted by the freer use of substitutes; 
but, broadly speakine, the present system

PROSPECTS OF DAIRY | 
FARMING. 


THE FALL IN BUTTER, 


(From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 
UTTER prices are, now at an unusually 
RB low level, due mainly to the unloading 
of supplies from the Southern hem1- 
sphere upon a market which cannot absorb 
any more. The limited quantity of Irish 
creamery butter on offer is sharing in the de- 
pression, and at some creameries the prices 
paid for milk are at a rate corresponding to 
current values for butter. It may be said, 
in fact, that farmers supplying creameries 
may count on a smaller income from that 
source during the coming season. The re- 
duction is estimated at three halfpence per 
gallon, and in the course of a season that will 
represent a substantial sum when spread all 
over the country. 


Overseas Competition. 

If imported feeding stuffs could be pur- 
chased at an equally low rate, there would be 
little cause for complaint, for the cost of pro- 
duction would be sufficiently low to enable 
the farmer to sell his milk and butter with 
profit at the prices that. seem likely to rule 
this season. Personally, 1 do not think 
that shrewd farmers have any occasion to 
feel alarmed. ‘They have for the moment 
struck a bad patch, but if they strive man- 
fully to carry on the work in face of diff- 
culties ‘there is reason to believe that matters 
will come right. During the disastrous years 
of 1923, 1924, and 1925 dairy farming was 
the only branch of agriculture. that paid. 
Seeing this, countries that had formerly made 
money by grain growing turned their atten- 
tion to dairying with a marked degree of 
success. Amongst countries which developed 
butter-making intensively special mention 
may be made to New Zealand, Australia and 
Argentina. In those vast regions, large 
tracts of gram-growing land was left unculti- 
vated and dairy cows of a useful type found 
their way on to the pastures. Some New 
Zealand farmers have improved their grass to 
such an extent that they keep a cow to every 
acre, which, it. will be admitted, is very good. 
New, however, that the rate of profit obtained 
is falling, and the cost of production seems 
hkely to remain at its present level for some 
time, farmers in countries which have turned 
from grain, are likely to check their activities 
in dairying. It will take them fully two 
seasons to do this effectively. 


No Need for Alarm. 


During the past two seasons, it may be 
remembered, neither Australia nor New Zea- 
iand suffered from drought, and the quantity 
of butter produced was consequently much 
greater than usual. Supplies from the 
Southern hemisphere thus reached an abnor- 
mal level; and on top of these came a big 
quantity of butter from the Northern hemis- 
phere on to a market depressed by unem- 
ployment and consequent lack of purchasing 
power on the part of consumers. It, will take 
this year and part of next to bring about a 
recovery in the market, and the indications 
are that prices will not drop below 120s. per | 
cwt. Even at this price, dairy farmers who 
go in for pig breeding and store cattle raising 
will not be in a very serious position. There 
is, In fact, a prospect that any deficiency in 
bara will be made good by pigs and store 
cattle. 


Value of Live Stock. 


Even if this relief to the situation was not 
available within a reasonable time dairv 
farmers are not likely to reduce their herds 
to such an extent that they must begin all 
over again. It is easier to reduce than to 
build-up, and those who have’ gone to the 
trouble of establishing a good foundation are | 
not likely to let these efforts go to waste 
because of a market fluctuation. 
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A BACKWARD SEASON.

Ol for a number of vears have the 
N farmers experienced such wretched 
weather as in the present season. Since

November .it has rained 
much of the land to dav, if not 
logged. is cold and wet, and unfit to make a 
reasonably good seed bed. The obvious 
remedy .for these abnormal conditions is to 
have a plentiful suppiy of plant food easily 
available for the crop sown, 

For lea oats, which constitutes the major 
portion of the grain grown, an application 
of 1 cwt. sulphate of ammonia with phos- 
phates and potash, should be given to all lea- 
sown corn. The policy of waiting to see how 
the crop is progressing before applying the 
fertilisers in a year like the present is: a 
fatuous one, The fertilisers will push on the 
crop at the most critical period, and safe- 
guard it against possible attacks of wire 
worm or frit fly. Moreover, the farmer can 
count on a profitable increase in the yield 
of grain and straw, and a clean. stubble fo: 
the subsequent root crops. 

All land for meadow is in a very hack. 
ward state, due In a great measure to the | 
washing of the nitrates from the soil by the 
persistent heavy rains and low soil tempera- 
ture occasioned by sharp frost. A top dress- 
ing immediately of 1 ewt. sulphate of am- 
monia or lj cwt. nitro chalk per statute 
acre to fields that have had an application 
of phosphates will ewsure an excellent crop 
of hay and excellent aftergrass. 

Grass 1s fully three weeks later than in a 
normal season. Ay immediate top dressing 
of sulphate of ammonia, at the rate of 1 cwt. 
per acre, will push oa the growth and bring 
a ready bite just at the time when the stack- 
vards are empty and cattle are clamoring for 
the grass.

The dangers of a continued decrease in-the 
production of home grown meat, and an 
increase in the American purchases of meat 
in Argentina, were referred to at a recent 
meeting of the National Federation ot Meat 
Traders in Llandudno, If, as Mr. McShort- 
lands, the President of the London Meat 
‘Traders’ Association says; there is an 'annual 
decrease of 50,000 tons of beef, compared 
with pre-war, there is clearly plenty of 
room for beef raised in Ireland. This fact 
ought to give heart to Irish stock breeders. 


TURKEY RAISING. 
HOW TO ATTAIN SUCCESS. 


FE the conditions are suitable, turkey-rais- 
| ing should be a profitable form of poultry 
farming. Turkeys demand &pace, and 
are essentially adapted for farms where they 
will have ample range upon grass Jand during 
the breeding season and later. After harvest 
they can have access to stubble fields, where 
they can almost pick up their living for a 
few weeks from the dropped grain and insect 
life therein obtainable. 

They are, above all, open-air birds, and 
the closer they are allowed under domestic 
conditions to conform to their natural state, 
which was wild, the easier will they be to 
rear, and the less prone to disease.” So at all 


| vosts close, stuffy houses must be avoided. 


An open-fronted shed or cart house wall make 
a good roosting house for the adult birds. 

For success in rearing young birds,. fresh 
ground, untainted by other fowls and well 
drained, is necessary. Needless to remark, it 
should be free from disease, especially “black 
head” and gapes; the reason is that the young 
turkeys are susceptible to damp and to dis- 
ease from contaminated land. 


No Excuse for Scrubs. 

There are various breeds of turkeys, but the 
best known bere are the black, the bronze and 
the white. Of these the most satisfactory as 
to size, vigour and quick development is the 
bronze. The white turkey is much apprect- 
ated for the quality and colour of its. flesh, 
but it is rather delicate and very difficult to 
rear in our damp climate. With the ade. 
quate number of turkey “stations,” 
approved by the Department, there can be 
no longer any excuse for “scrub ó 
such as one sees here and there through the 
country. 

The stations have each cot a pure-bred and 
specially selected male. These birds are sub- 
rect to approval by a qualified cevnty )n- 
structor.: as are also the conditions under 
which the stations are kept. 


do not themselves keep a male bird to be able 
at a nominal fee to mate their turkey hens 
ta a really good bird. . Even if the females 
are’ of the “ commer’? -or-smaH black variety 
a marked improvement .in.the voung stock 
will be the result of such crossing. A point

Hatching. 

The average number of eggs laid in each 
hatch is from 12 to 18; im ise . 
turkevs whieh lav earlv, say, at the beginning 
of March. this first’ batch can be given: to 
hens to hatch. The turkev after a short rest 
will. very Jikely begin to lav another batch, 
and this time. she should be allowed to sit, 
unless if she is very heavy and when there 1s 
danger that she will break the eggs. In such 
cases many people prefer to have the eggs 
viven to other fowls, or even artificially 
hatched, and then when the little birds begin 
to chip the eggs they can be gently slipped 
under the “ bruody” turkey, who should be 
sitting for about fourteen days. | 

She will generally take to the birds, 1! 
allowed to sit sufficiently long, and if they 
Sha will make a 
letter mother than the hens, who do not seem 
io he a success as rearers of turkeys. The 
first batch, of course, will have to be giver to 
hens. unless there happens to be another 
turkey who has got a small flock of chicks 
about the same age; she will seldom object 
te ¢his foster-mothering. 

Little turkeys are sometimes slow to learn 
ta pick their food, and it is a good plan to 
always rear a chicken or two with each flock 
who will prove apt teachers in this respect. 
Moreover, these chickens will usually be found 
ty thrive far better than those reared nor- 
mally; they soon become accustomed to the 
ruving life of the turkey, and make excel- 
lent table. birds 

A great deal of the success of turkey-rear. 
ing depends upon the chicks getting a good 


start, as if they. get stunted when young they | 


never really recover. They can be réared tn 
exactly the same way as chickens For the 
first few days the baby turkeys should be fed 
mainly upon a diet of hard-boiled egg and 
breadcrumbs, and for a change bread squeezed 
dry out of milk; from the start they should 
raye fine grit, and should have frequent 
meals—‘‘ little and often '’—as in the case of 
al! young growing things. 

By degrees Jessen off the eggs, and sub 


stitufé some biscuit meal or oatmeal -and | 


boiled rice. Then the porridge. of oatmeal, 
wheatmeal or mire, and do not forget the 
areen foods.

Dry 
off with pollard hefore feeding and feed from 
troughs,-as turkeys’ like their food best this 
Chives. onions and dandelion leaves 
are also very beneficial to the young turkeys. 

In very wet. weather they ae be pro- 
tected from vain, us also from cold hitine 
winds, without at the same time “ coddling '' 
them in anv way, the mother will shelter 
them from slight rain, so there is no need to 
drive them indoors every time the sky looks 
threatening; they are more often killed from 
this mistaken kindness than from want of it.

Economy in Fattening
